writes Frank Fry art in Success Maga­ 
zine. 
Our p rosp erity 
during 
the 
twelve months following the harvest 
dep ends, in a very large measure, on 
the answer to this question. Out of 
the ground comes our 
wealth. 
In 
these y ears of abundant p rosp erity the 
farmer takes from the earth, each 
harvest season, p roducts of m value 
of $4,000,000,000, 
and 
more than a 
third of this enormous sum rep resents 
the two great crop s of the West—corn 
and wheat. 
The question, “How are the crop s?” 
becomes each y ear, therefore; as the 
harvest time ap p roaches, one of vital 
imp ortance; and the earlier the knowl­ 
edge of the size and quality of the 
crop s, the more valuable it is to the 
commercial community . Railway men 
need to know, in advance, the outcome 
of the harvest, that they may p rep are 
for the transp ortation of the crop s to 
the markets. Bump er crop s mean big 
tonnage, not only of p roducts from 
the farms to the consumers, but also 
of merchandise from the manufactur­ 
ing towns to the farms, bought by the 
farmers with their p roduce. 
When railway men are assured of 
big crop s they sp end many millions 
of dollars for new locomotives and 
cars and rails, and many millions more 
for the Imp rovement of their roadbeds 
and the extension of their lines into 
new territory . The steel makers are 
jointly interested with the railway 
men !n the harvest, for one-fourth of 
the enormous 
p roduct of the steel 
mills of this country Is p urchased by 
the railway s. 
When the crop s fail 
the railway s cancel their orders for 
rails and bridges and equip ment, and 
steel descends from p rince to p aup er. 
Then all the big manufacturers of the 
country , whether of wagons or p lows, 
of shoes or 
clothing, 
must 
know 
whether their great 
customer, the 
farmer, is to have 
money to sp end 
from harvest to harvest. 
So it is with the 
merchants all 
through 
the 
agricultural 
country . 
Even more Imp ortant Is early knowl­ 
edge of the 
crop 
p rosp ects to the 
bankers, who must not only finance 
the movement of the crop s to market, 
but must also know whether the har­ 
vest is to cause exp ansion or contrac­ 
tion of cap ital ventures through the 
country . 
Then there are the flour 
millers and elevator owners, who are 
directly interested in the martieting 
of the crop s. 
Finally , there is the 
great body of men who sp eculate in 


at least $3 a day . But for $150, or 
p erhap s less, one can secure very 
p leasant 
accommodation 
to 
Liver­ 
p ool or a continental p ort and return, 
including room and excellent meals. 
In its hotels 
Europ e 
has an even 
greater advantage. Few of our cities 
can boast well kep t, clean, comforta­ 
ble, and at the same time low p riced 
hotels. A man traveling with his fam­ 
ily must make up his mind that un­ 
less he can p ay the bills at the best 
hotels, he must p ut up with inatten­ 
tion, p oor cooking and dirt. 
These facts the Western missionary 
must not overlook if he is to suc­ 
ceed in his p rop aganda. He must in­ 
duce the railway s and the Pullman 
comp any to lower their rates. 
The 
heavy cut for the Portland exp osition 
drew thousands to the Pacific coast 
last summer, and steady low fares 
would doubtless p rove a steady at­ 
traction. 
He must instantly imp rove 
his hotels. The work of reform may 
very p rop erly begin in the very p lace 
where the conference is to be held— 
Salt Lake City . 
Until the fares are 
lower and the hotels better and cheap ­ 
er. conferences can accomp lish very 
little.

Chicago, Feb. 26.—After an absence 
of a month from home, following a 
quarrel with her husband, Mrs. Frank 
Schroeder returned yesterday to the 
flat at 444 West Lake street and said 
that she had come to effect a recon­ 
ciliation. 
Her husband agreed and suggested 
that they should celebrate the occa­ 
sion by calling oil friends. 
Immediately aftervrard the woman 
left the flat and mounting a stairway 
to the top of a four-story building, 
flung herself headlong to the p ave­ 
ment. 
Schroeder, who was p olishing his j 
shoes in the kitchen of their flat p re­ 
p aratory for the calls they were to ^ 
make, knew nothing of the tragedy 
until he was summoned to the street 
by neighbors. The woman was killed.

Although a foregone conclusion all 
the time that they would ask to be 
returned to the up p er house of con­ 
gress, the announcement of Senators 
John T. Morgan and Edmond W. Pet- 
tus for re-election has been received 
at the cap ital with almost as much 
nterest as if they had been in doubt, 
says a Montgomery, Ala., disp atch. 
Both are men of large p ersonal fol- 
owings here, and it 
will be some­ 
what of a rel^f to have it known 
hat they are p ^manently in the fight 
to be retained. 
So far no one has 
come out or said he would come out 
to op p Qse either of them. 
General Morgan was elected to the. 
United States senate to succeed Geo.^ 
Goldthwaite in the fall of 1876, and • 
was seated March 4, 1877. Since that^ 
time he has been elected at the end^ 
or each term by good majorities. In 
1900 he was not only the nominee of^ 
the democrats, but 
the rep ublicans 
and p op ulists as well, and was given 
the unanimous vote of the general as­ 
sembly. He was bom June 20, 1824, 
at Athens, Tenn., and will be 81 years 
of age nex t June. He was a brigadier 
general in the Confederate army and 
p racticed law In Selma before going 
to the senate. He was a member of 
the commission ap p ointed to p rep are 
a sysu m of laws, for Havrail.
